TIlE DISASTER AT LYXCHliUBGS-

toiyns and Wrecks are Encountered on Every
Hand But the Party Arrives Safely

Yesterday Afternoon

Tho immigrants who left Liverpool in
the Wisconsin arrived in the city at about
3 oclock yesterday afternoon and were
taken charge of by their friends The
journey was a most perilous one tempest-
and disaster being encountered on every
hand The party was fortunate in every

II instance and landed in Utah with their en
tire number excepting those who remained

4 l Lynchburg Va Their ocean voyage
was a very exciting one the waves during-
the great storm rolling mountains high and
it appearing almost impossible for a vessel
to live in such a sea A ship near them
sank with all on board and many lives were
lost There was much delay in landing in
New York and life boats were manned to
convey them to the shore An acconnt of

as below is taken from notes made by El
der W H Payne who was in charge of
the party After a delay of two days in
Now York we went on board the Roanoke
Friday at 3 p m for Norfolk After a-

very pleasant voyage of twentythree hours-
we arrived at our destination and in about
one and a half hours passengers luggage
and all were transferred to the train
specially made up for us and laying in a
good supply of provisions started on our
way overland rejoicing

The weather was very rainy and seemed-
to grow worse as we proceeded until about
1130 p m when the streams were so
swollen that they were washing away the
bridges Among the lot was one over
which we should have passed but to our
surprise and discomfiturewe went through
making a fearful wreck of the whole train
with the exception of the rear coach The
engine baggage car and first coach crossed
the bridge but were all thrown on their
sides and

1J SMASHED TO SlLINTEIlS

Our baggage did not fare much better and
was exposed to the rain which didnt help-
it any

The engineer and fireman escaped with
out serious injury one of them being
slightly scalded The baggage master and
brakeman were in the baggage car and they
were quite as lortunate The saints in the
first coach came out of a turned over com-
pletely wrecked car with so few injuries
that their escape really looked miraculous-
One sister had her shoulder blade broken
and some of them had their feet and heads
cut and bruised slightly-

The second passenger couch stood almost
on end perhaps at an angle of 55j degrees
one end being on the end of the bridge and
the other down In the water against the
abutment That end was crushed to splin-
ters

The doctor came from Lynchburg three

miles distance as soon us possible and did
what he could to alleviate the sufferings of
the injured and advised that theybe left
for about three weeks to recuperate-

By 11 the next morning we were all
taken on board a special and the fragments
of ourluggage were gathered up and taken-
to Lynchburg where ve were transferred
to another train

After making the necessary arrange-
ments for leaving Elder Durant and Miss
Allen in charge of Elder John Shelton and
Miss Patience Bennett under the care of
the doctor at the expense of the railroad
company and with the understanding that
the company would send them home and
pay all their expenses as soon as they were
able to travel we started once more on our
journey but with decidedly less composed
nerves then might have otherwise been

We cannot ay anything in favor of the
cars provided us but we managed to get
along very well till we were within about
two miles of Memphis when we were

by being run into by a regular passenger
train and the rear partof the hind car was
derailed frightening some of the people in
thatcarriage so badly that they were almost
sorry they ever left England

From Memphis we weae more
comfortably provided for and on
our arrival at Kansas City we

Were met by Mr Hendcruot wfco
did all he could for our comfort and pro-
vided a splendid lot of coaches to convey
us to Pueblo which made the Saints feel
much better

From Pueblo we were provided with
good cars to complete our journey with and
were all in hopes of our having done with
our adventures but such was not the case
Arriving near Costic Gate station in Cas
tie Gate caiiou the engine became disabled
and we were detained for about six hours
and a half which seemed to drag very
heavily as we made up our minds to be in
Provo fully two hours before we left our
camp Finally an engine came to our re-

ef and we were soon at P V Junction
wi cie all those who booked for that place
it ft us and were met by their friends and
conducted to their
